The 
learned Seiden, in his "Table Talk," 
while pleasantly discoursing on the sub- 
ject of witches, shows that he al.so held 
the same faith. Sir Thomas Browne, 
the kindliest of iihysieiaiis ; Sir Mat- 
thew Hale, one oV the most aout« and 
spotless of Judges ; Hobbes, the skeptic ; 
" the eminent Dr. More, of Cambridge," 
and tlu! patient and thoughtful Boyle, 
all were of opinion tliat witchcraft was 
an evil capable of solid proof, aud that 
its disciples merited sharp and swift 
punishment. It was not until the da'iyn 
of the eighteenth century that men 
came to tlxe conculusion tliat the devices 
of " witches and witch-mongers " were 
only so many tricks and fables, and ut- 
(torly unwortliy of credence.

PATCn. 

Vestenliiy ilio statement was nuule 
in this journal that iiu iraiioi tant State 
paper had been falKiiicd or garbled by 
tho organ in the interest of the govern- 
ment. Thp act, upon examination, 
would appear to bo one of ' suppression 
— deliberately and carefully done — for 
the purpose of hiding, if posHililf, liorn 
tho public ken tho fact that tlie mission 
to England resulted in failure. It will 
bo remembered that in the Goverudi's 
Speech, read at the opening of the ses 
sion, it is said that tho mission had 
resulted in success, inasmuch as through 
its means the early conatruction of the 
Port Moody section of the railway was 
assui'cd. A claim similar in its char- 
acter ^-as put forward by the organ in 
bright <;olor6Uasfc summor; but the ro 
mance Avas knocked out of the claim 
when it was shown that Mr. j\I.\i;cu.s 
Smith and his railway engineers left 
Ottawa to locate tho Port Moody sec- 
tion before tho B. C. missionary had 
left Ottawa for London; and that pre- 
vious to tho passago of tUo petition to 
England by this House the party of 
engineers for tho Port Sloody section 
had actually been formed at Ottawa. 
Tho correspondence and other p ipnr.s 
having reference to tho mis.;iou were 
laid before the House last week, and 
on tho following day a earofuUy pre 
pared synopsis appeared in this jour 
nal. Among tho corrcsjionilpnee is a 
dispatch from Lord KiMni:i;i.i:Y to 
Lord I.OiiKE, setting forth his opinion 
as to the claims the province has upon 
the Don)iniou for the fulfilment of the 
C'.\nx.\i'.\"ON' terms. This correspond- 
ence tho government organ undertook 
to produce in supplement form on Mon- 
day last. Our contemporary has never 
laid under tho suspicion of (-nlcrprise, 
and no one will he unpropired lo hear 
that the cost of tln^ extra sheet will he 
defrayed inmi tiie iiublie purse. Tiie 
•supplement, therefore, partakes as much 
of; the character of an official document 
as if it had boon issued from tho gov- 
ernment press and bore the imprint of 
the governmenr, printer^ But it now 
appears that the most importaiu paper 
of tho batch, viz: the dispatch of Earl 
KniuEULin' to Lord Lounk, is omitted 
from the supplement. In that paper 
Earl Kjmbkri,gy sets forth his finding 
— gives his verdict as referee; and al- 
thougii his decision is quoted in a dis- 
patch from the delegate and in the 
Goyernor'.s SpecLh, the pa|'rr ilnelf no- 
where appears in tlio government sup- 
plement Unimportant telegrams are 
given, but the key to the wliolc situa- 
tion is omitted. It is the ]ilny of 
" Ilamlft with tho par' of the palo 
Dane left out. Why ' Wo will tell 
the public. Tho governtncni, as lias 
been shown, have phuni.'d them- 
selves upon , liaving secured the 
construction of the Port Moody section 
through tho petition to the Queen. 
This claim is made with the object of 
deluding tho people of the Lower Fras- 
cr; and as the mission dispatch Iniocks 
that pretension into "a cocked hat,'' as 
the saying goes, it was not deemed ad- 
visable to allow the public to bo unde- 
ceived by' the appearance of the dis- 
patch, which clearly shows the fallacy 
of the government's claim. Tho fol- 
lowing extract will exhibit clearly the 
object of the government in suppress- 
ing tho truth in an effort to bolster up 
a bogus claim. Earl Kimberlev says, 
inter alia: 

■ "12. Reverting then to the three points 
which havo boon on the prcannt occaaion 
more particularly brought under notice, I 
havo tho honour to acqu.iint you that Sir 
John Macdonakl, whom, of course, I 
havo consulted fully and repeatedly, has 
informed mo as follows : 

"i. Thai it u (hi intention of tho Do- 
minion Oovornmont to complote without 
delay those portions of tho Pacific rail- 
ivay,i)ic(u(i;)i(/ the line to Port Muoily, ^yhich 
tho Dominion. Clovornmonl has engaged 
to constract and to hand over to tho syn- 
dicatu, and that directions were some- 
fiME .\ao givon-jfor the final location sur- 
vey of the lino to Port Moody; and that 
Ihi.s survey is now in progress and will, it 
ia understood, bo finished in time to bo 
Hubmittod with thii estimate of cost to the 
Canadian parliament at its next ae.s.sion." 

The meaning of iliisextract is so clear 
and uumislnkablo that tho object of the 
hardprcsscd government in suppressing 
tho. entire dispatch is not lo be wond- 
ered at. They ilarfd not slice out the 
(to them) undoing jiaragraph, .so they 
omitted the dcfi.sion of the judi^e!

HORRIBLE SUFFERING AT SEA 

OF AIT BNaLzsn CAFrAiN, nzs 

WIFE AXTS OSILDHErr AITZ) 
A BOAT'S OBBVr, i 

Forty-Six Says in au Opon Boat. 

The captain <•( the Eriti.sli b.ircjuc 
Milton, a vessel lately burned ut s<n, 
gives a distressing account of the mis- 
er}- he, his wife and children and the 
crew of the boat experienced after 
abandoning tlieir sliip, from which we 
make the followlns extracts : 

From tho morning of the IGth of 
January, our great distress commenced. 
Worn out with fatigue, only one gallon 
of water left aiul a row provisions, my 
men lost heart and gave up. On the 
morning of tho 18th there was no wa- 
ter remaining. 1 cautioned tho men 
not to drink salt water, but they would 
do so at night, I, after a great ileal of 
trjuble,made a condenser and condens- 
ed from a pint to a quart in the twen- 
ty-four hour.s. in doing .so 1 had lo 
burn up all luy oars an;i all the wood- 
work that I could take from the boat 
without endangering it. 

On the 28th of January a Hying fish 
fell into tho boat. Wc cooked it and 
gave all hands n iiiunlhful. My men 
coutiiuied to grow weaker, and were 
crying for water ami hrraii. 

On the 2ii of Felu'uary my youngest 
child, Frank Milton McArthiir, died, 
and as I had strong hopes of yet reach- 
ing the land, I retained his remains 
in the boat, after .•sowing them up care 
fuliy in canvas, my wife was so di.s 
tressed and did not u ish to commit his 
remains to the <leep. 

(")n the .'ith of Fehi'uary Olo/ .fohn- 
ansen (the eai'penter) died. 

0.1 I he Oth of I'Vliruary Tilly Ander- 
son died (able seamen). Peter Annc- 
sitt and (Jeorge Mttinger were at that 
time very low, and I couhl not get 
them to risr from tlie bottom of the 
boat- 
On the nnrniug of February 9th 
land was sighted, and that day Tilly 
.\nderson"\vas buried. The land was 
St. lloque Island, but no landing could 
be made. At that time no one wasaUlo 
to do duty in the boat exceptiim niy 
self and the second mate, and he was 
so weak as to be almost unfit for duty. 
nom OK RELiKr. 

At 7 :30 p.m. sighted a schooner 
about five miles distant, beiiriiig east, 
apparently working up along the coast. 
I used every exertion to reach 
As the wind died out, with a roiigli 
1 lost sight of the schooner for about 
two hoars. I lowered my .saiLs and 
soon after again sighted llin schooner. 
I commenced to jiachile for her, but as 
thf sea was was rough and no wind, it 
was with great diiliculty f could come 
nj) to her, .\t last, by shouting for an 
hour or movo, they heard me,but maile 
no reply until 1 came within a boat's 
length of them, and they then asked 
mo : "What are you doing thei-(- (" 

I repliefl : "I have lost my ship, and 
have been cast away for forty-six days 
in tiie boat, ' and that we were all per- 
ishing for water and food. 

lie hove me a line mid hauled mo 
alongside; suddenly he slacked oil' the 
line, dropping n»e astern abaut fourty 
feet; the breeze at the time freshening, 
he cut my rope and Gred a gun, think- 
ing, as 1 afterward found out, that we 
were pirates, and intended to seize his 
schooner. After 1 had dropped .about 
a rnilc astern, the Captain of the 
schooner, thinking that I was really in 
distress, sent his skiff to me with a keg 
of water, and on the men in the skiff 
seeing niy real condition, thoy took my 
wife and child out of the boat and re- 
turned to the schooner. On my wife 
arriving on board the schooner, she ex- 
plained my true condition to the Cap- 
tain. 

llESeUED. 

An hour or so after the skiQ' return 

ed, made fast to rao, and towed me 
alongside. On my arrival on board I 
found tho schooner to bo the ^lexican 
schooner Thor, owned by J. P. Hall, 
bound from j\Iagdalen Bay lo Cerros 
Island, in command of Captain Oliristo- 
bal Sosa and a Mexican crow, and not 
being able to speak English, and I not 
speaking Spanish, it was with diflSculty 
1 could make tlicra understand my for- 
lorn condition. As .soon as they be- 
came satisfied that I intended them no 
barm and was in want they treated me 
and my poor crew with the greatest 
kindness and consideration, and during 
my stay on board (three days) their 
kindness never ceased and I take pleas- 
ure here in cvpressingmy sincere thanks. 

ON BOARD THE .VEWBER.S. 

On the 9th of February sigh toil tho 

smoke of a steamer, tho schooner at the 
time a few milcfj south of Cerros Is- 
land. On the steamer approaching us 
I ran U]) my English ensign, t'nion 
down, and the steamer imnii?diately 
changed her course for us. \\'hen 
within about a mile of us I placed my 
sick men in my boat, and, with tho 
crew of the schooner 1 pulled for tln^ 
steamer. .-Vnd so, after forty-six days 
in nn open boat, the last' six of which 
wo endured great hardships, aiid hav- 
ing .sailed, owing lo contrary w indK, 
and currents, 2,619 miles, having gone 
as far west as 121 degrees and bO min- 
utes, and 28 degrees and DO minutes 
north (my best day's work in the boat 
was 132, and my jioorcst 11 miles). I 
found myself alongside of the Ameri- 
can passenger .steamer Newdiern, in 
command of Captain Thomas Hunting- 
ton, on her voyage from San Francisco 
bound for the Mexican ports on the 
Gulf of California. I hailed the New 
ber and asked to be taken on board. 
The captain asked me, "Where arc you 
from?" T replied, "Lost my .ship, the 
Milton, by lire, on tho eipiator, and 
have been forty six days in tln^ boat." 
Captain Huntington inimediateiy sent 
his men down into my boat, and, with 
the most tender care, had my dis- 
abled men transferred to his own ship, 
two of them Cieorgc Ettinger and 
Peter Annceift at the time being un- 
abl» to rise from the bottom of the boat. 



My wife, Mrs. McArthur, and the sec 
ond mate, Edwai'd Anthony, having 
somewhat regained their strength from 
the kind treatment received on the 
jNEexican schooner T'hor were enabled 
to go on board of the Newbern without 
much assistance. j\Iy son Archie anil 
myself were iu better condition. All of 
us' in tho boat fared the same, no one 
receiving more than tho other.

govornraeni to supply tho cement arrived 
at in 1874? A. Y'es, when Mr. DoCosmos 
was premier it was decided to obtain the 
comeiit for the purpose already stated. 

Do you know whuthcr tho decision w:is 
arrived at on the advice of K. & M. ! A. 
Judging from Mr. Sproat's letter of 2nd 
January, 1874, which I now give in f-dl, 
it would appear so.

—Having the opportunity of eun 
versing yesterday with Ivinipplc it Morris 
I asked some questions based on the ns- 
Bumption in my own mind that tho gov- 
ernmont would and could build no moro 
during 1874 than lh(! .■.e:iwall of the dock 
thus leaving annthi-r ye:ir in which to de- 
cide tho actual .si'/.c :ii;d kind of doek to 
bo constructed. 

After niiiture consideration the two 
partners agree that tho walla on each side 
of the dock entnmoa^houl^sbo cijnstrnct- 
ed of concrete faced' with' nslilarT 

The seawall would bo a big atVair, pru- 
bably 20 feet thick at base. It might t;ike 
fully SIX months tu buihl it :iftur every- 
thing was ready.

I 
have convor.sed moro with them than otli 
ers. merely btHMUsc they seem to havi' 
their ideas well in hand, aiul h;ivo .suc- 
ceeded in recommending tlioiiiselvos to 
Col. Grant of Quebec, who ropresfuls 
that city in .some dock business.

Did the engineers on their own respi'Jii- 
sibility hisort the clause in tho specifica- 
tions which obligates the government to 
furnish all the comont, or wore they in- 
structed to insert that clause, and if so 
when wore tlicy instructed and by whom? 
.-V. The specilicatioris were drawn when, 
Jlr. Vernon w.is C. C. of L. and W. in 
1877, which date is attached to tiiem op- 
posite thair signature. I don't know 
whothor they got any lustruelions from 
Mr. Vernoiionlhc subject. The specili- 
catious were received in the land e.filce 
here in 1877. T was not in oflice till the 
last linlf year ot 1S7S. .Vs iliu specifi- 
cations alluded to had Mr. Vernon's name 
in them and an a diflbreiit provision had 
ti be made for p.iymon! ot the contractors 



*fter the Dominion tigrced to advance 
.*250,000as the. work ; progressed I was 
obliged to amend them in 1879 by chang- 
ing the chief commiaaioner's name nnd in- 
serting the terms . upon which the con- 
tractors should bo paid according to the 
Dominion agreement. I idso wont over 
nil the specifications clause by clause and 
took the* precaution amongst other things 
fif adding a provision to clause 100 lo- 
fcrring to the comont that tho contractors 
should be obliged to give ample notice to 
tho governraeut of tlio quantity of ce- 
ment which they would require and the 
time when ref|uirod. I amended several of 
the clauses verbally. The latecomtnissiou- 
er shoidd never have accepted thospecifi- 
catic-ns sent to biin. They were cnre- 
les.sly drawn, nniiitclligiblo in many im- 
portant places, and of this I inforniad tho 
engineers in chief when sending thuiu tho- 
amended copies with my nanio as C. C. in 
them. Tluiy made no roply, but tho 
specifications were adopted by the engi- 
neors and tenders invited in Engl:ind 
upon them. I have scon several sets of 
building speeilieations for docks and other 
works sot out in legal cases, but the 
specifications received by Mr. Vornon 
woro iinquestionaljly tho worst I have 
ever seen. It cost one very considorablo 
labor to set them _ right as far as jios- 
sible. 

TnoliceiuMi . .Sproat's letter i4' Jan. , 
'74, ho .sl:iled that Mr. 'Morris suggests 
that a contractor should iigree to take the 
aiiiouiit of cement which tliu government 
miiy li:ivc ordered, also that ordinarily a 
coiitr:ictor would get his own cement from 
Riighmd, why wa.s not i^Ir. Jlorris' sug- 
gestion :iriopted by yi.iur goveninienl when 
the dock contract was to be let ? .\. The 
result was practic:illy the same in accord- 
anco with his advice as tho contractor ha-s 
taken over the cement but not charged 
for it. Apart from this it more directly 
appears as I have stated over and over 
again that iMr. Morris and his partner 
drew the speciticationa containing of course 
the provision that tho government 
would supply tho cement. ThiB would 
naturally not require any tender for ce- 
ment from a contractor for the whtile 
worlc. 

Tf the contraclurs lind tu pay the jiro- 
vincial government fo rthe cement wuuld 
not the tenders for the dock have disclos- 
ed tho fact that at least 5000 lon.9 of ce- 
ment" would bo required for its construc- 
i.ion ? A. Certainly, but wo are not deal- 
ing with suppositions, but with facta, 
those being lhat the engineers drew the 
specificitioi s ;uid never iiUiiiiated in the 
slightest way since they were drawn that 
more than tho cement originally purch- 
ased would bo necessary ,or that Messrs. 
McNnmeo it Co. 's contract figures of 
about S;>50,0lll') w(nild bo exceeded by 
anything more than the eo.st of tho ctiis- 
soii, as I learned from Mr. Leniiett they 
thought it ;i good bid, and in connection 
with this it must uoL be fmgotten that 
they had expri'ssed their opinion profes- 
sionally that till' present structure would 
not cost more tli:in ^-500,01)0. I have 
reason to believe from a conunnnicati ui 
with i\lr. Kinniple in Ne-v. or Dec, '74, 
that this amount would in their opinion 
even have covered the expense of a dock 
entirely of granite obtained here. I 
know ho changed this latter view after- 
wards and spoke of sending stone fitlly 
dressed either from Cornwall or China. 
This idea ho seemed to liavQ abandoned 
also, :i3 I objected to it and told him that 
it was desirable to throw as much of the 
wirrk as possible into local hands. Mr. 
Sin'oat was present and agreed with me. 

.\re you awaie that K. & M. h.id pro- 
p:u'ed hills of (piantilies and cost of dock 
at llie tiiiio of your convei-sation ? A. 
Thoy had made their report of Oct., 1874, 
(Exhibit ;)) to the government, but no 
bills of quantities that I know of were 
made out prior to those sent to the land 
otlice in 1877. [The exhibit referred to 
above is a report of 112pag03fromMc.ssrs. 
K. it M., dated Oct., 1874, on the whole 
subject of tho graving dock,] 

When you amended the speciricalions 
after examining them clause by clause, as 
you have stated, why did you not amend 
the ceinem clause so that the cement 
would be, provided for by tho contractor ? 
.\. In tho first place, because I was ignor- 
;iiit, as every member of your "(Mr. 
Smitho's) government appears to have 
been, of tho fact that more cement was 
required. In the next place, with tho ex- 
cept ion of providing for the pnynient of 
till! work through tlio Dominion, I did 
not fed m3-aolf justified in departing from 
the general character of tho specifications 
whicli un to that time had not been ques! 
tii.uied. The cement (itieatiou was dia- 
i--,issed tlien :is }'nu will evidently Kechythe 
provision I added in tlie hist two lines of 
the cement clause, No. lOfi, which was 
intended to protest tho govcrniment from 
sharp pi actico if attempted by any con- 
tractors. Mr. Beavon will speak for him- 
self, but our object was that everything 
connected with the worJi and wanted in 
:iny way for it should bo included in tho 
sjiecifications so that wo should have no- 
liiiiig to pay but the contract price. Mr. 
Bennett, however, thought tho caisson 
should bo dealt with separately, and wo 
took his advice. I think I can safely say 
that our joint belief then was that not an- 
uilier pound of coinenl would bo requir- 
ed. Wo had no intimation, whatever, 
thougli the bills of quantities were down, 
that it couul be otherwise than as we un- 
derstood it. .VII the facts of this long e.x 
aniination repeated over :itid over again 
simply tend to prove the one i.ssuo that 
100 tons was the only quantity ever re- 
ferred to or thought of us being necessary 
since the lirst purchase until the error as to 
■I ,400 being reqiiii-ed wa.i discovered by 
the resilient engineer in November last.
